N» learn froic our ancestors that 
Capt KstlH’s father, Wallace hlstlll, 
married Mary Ann Campbell, a rala- 
tiva of tba renowned Alexander Camp- 
bell, and lived In Ureenbrier, Vlrirlnla. 
To them were burn nine sons, and two 
of tbam. Jamas and Samuel, came to 
Kentucky, belnr with Daniel iioune* lo 
Iloonu's fort when Duquesoe with 6<K) 
Indians and French attacked the place. 
The besieged bad only 50 men on duty, ' 
but they fuugbl for nine days and held 
the fort 

Later Capt James KstUI and brother. 
Col. Samuel Fstlll bold each a warrant 
fur 1,440 acres uf Kentucky land lo one 
survey. 

We reproduce a few Items from ' 
“Ulstory of hatlli Family" published | 
about 20 years ago: j 

"Capt James Kstlll built a lort on | 
his land three miles south uf Uleb- ; 
mood. Col. Hamuel Kstlll built a furt' 
a mile and a half from James' fort In 
March ITkl, the two brothers went 
from James' to bamuel’s fort and were 
Bred upon by Indians. The right arm 
of Capt. James Kstlll waa broken by a 
shot, and while they were expecting to 
see him fall, two of the Indians were 
shot dead bv Col. bam Kstlll at one 
lire. About the IlHb uf March, 1TH2, 
the Indians came near the fort gate and 
captuVed'a Negro mao named Monk, 
and asked him bow many men were lo 
tba fort He said "44." They then kill- 
ed all tba stock and left lo great baste 
The fort had but four old and Invalid 
men lo It.* Capt Kstlll had taken bis 
little army of 25 men the day before to 
Kentucky river to look lo the sand for 
Indian tracks near Irvine. The Indians 
had crossed at the mouth of Ued river. 
They did out meet. A messenger was 
sent to Kstlll to tell him what had bap- 
peosd at the fort. He then UM>k his 
bis command and Intercepted tOSm at 
Little Mountain lo Muotgomerv cuuo 
ty. Uls buv Monk, dodged behind a 
tree when the Indians ran across Hloks- 
too lo form for battia, and took his 
master's horse. Capt. KstUI gave or- 
ders to bis lieutenant to form lo rear 
while be attacked lo front. His order 
was disobeyed. He did attack In front 
with ball uf bis mao. about all that eo 
gaged lo the fight He, himself, was 
the last mao to fall. A large Wyan- 
dotte warrior rutbed on him with a 
butcher knife 'when his gun was empty, 
with his weak broken arm He waa 
overpowared. When be fell, Josaph 
Froctor slew the Indian who killed 
bim. That ended It; not another gun 
was fired. Uf the men who took part 
^o the light, but three survived to tell 
the tale. This was the last fight ever 
made by tbs Wyaedotte Indians In 
Kentucky." 

The FUtlll Ceotaoolal held at Rich- 
mond 20 years ago. to perpetuate the 
memory of Capt. James Kstlll, was ar- 
ranged by bis descendants, who love 
and revere his name 

Kstlll mooumsnt, a lofty and Impos- 
ing structure, was erected to bis mem- 
ory lo Ulchmood oemeterv about 40 
years ago. 

Capt Kstlll has one graod-^laughter, 
Mrs. Kdoa K Hill, living lo this ooun- 
ty. She Is now In her HOtb year and Is 
perhaps his only living grand-daugh- 
ter. Her mother, Hallle Aon FUtlll, 
his youngest child and only daughter, 
was boro lo Kstlll fort and died lo this 
county many years ago at an advanced 
age. N
